Camber Sands 


Beyond Rye, on the eastern extremity of Rother, is the 
coastal village of Camber .. . and some of the finest, most 
extensive sands to be found anywhere on the south coast.

Rye 

“The wonderful inland island crowned with a town as with 
a citadel like a hill in a medieval picture” — G. K. 
Chesterton’s words describe the ancient Cinque Port of Rye 
so well, for here is arguably the most enchanting town in 
the British Isles. The town is stranded on a hilltop, the sea 
having retreated two miles distant. Rye has miraculously 
been preserved from the developers and a walk among its 
cobbled streets and timbered buildings is indeed a 
wonderful experience.

Winchelsea 
The first Cinque Port of Winchelsea was destroyed by a 
huge storm in 1287 and the new town was built by order 
of Edward I on a regular chequerboard pattern. In 1294 it 
contributed thirteen ships to the Cinque Ports fleet and 
was second only to Dover as a naval base and embarkation 
point. Although still a town, possibly the smallest in 
England with its own Mayor and Jurats, its importance 
declined as the sea receded. It has been left as a tourist’s 
delight with fascinating examples of architecture dating 
back to the 13th century.

Pastimes 


BEXHILL-ON-SEA is not a town that people connect with 
sport, yet the local paper, the Bexhill Observer, covered 42 
different sports in 1988. 

Many survive thanks to the ingenuity of clubs and 
participants but for others the facilities are excellent and 
about to be improved by a new swimming pool, sports hall 
and ten pin bowling alley. 

The most popular sport is golf, which is well served by 
two excellent 18 hole courses of differing types, and there 
cannot be many other towns with a population of around 
37,000 which can make that boast. Add to those another 
10 or so within easy driving distance and it is easy to see 
why the Daily Telegraph pinpointed Bexhill as the golfing 
centre of the South. 

Highwoods and Cooden Beach are the local courses, both 
being real tests of the game in their own way. The former 
is a parkland course and, as most parklands, it is more 
difficult to card a good score than it first appears. Built 
alongside the sea, Cooden is a good links course and 
usually played in a tricky wind. Both have excellent 
facilities and a warm welcome awaits all visitors. 

Bowlers are well catered for with four public greens at 
the Polegrove, two at Buxton Drive and one in Egerton 
Park, while in Knole Road there are two at the private 
Gullivers Club. The highlight of the outdoor calender 
comes in the last week in July/first week in August when 
the greens are taken over by the Bexhill Open 
Tournaments, with the Ladies occupying the first week and 
the men the next. These events attract leading bowlers and 
although they are smaller numerically than the perhaps 
better known Eastbourne and Hastings tournaments the 
quality is as high. From October to April they move 
indoors to the Egerton Park Bowls Pavilion which although 
a little out-moded (It was opened in the mid ’30’s) still 
provides excellent sport. 

Bexhill provides exhilarating inshore sailing with beach 
launches and the sailing club has hosted many Dinghy class 
championships. The annual July regatta is always a big 
draw for entrants and spectators alike and the club has a 
very strong Mirror section. 


Public hard-tennis courts are available at Egerton Park 
and Little Common Recreation Ground, while there are 
more at the private Cooden Beach Tennis Club. 

Those who like to laze in the sun and hear the sound of 
leather on willow can enjoy Sussex League cricket on 
Saturdays at Sidley or Bexhill, while East Sussex League 
competition is played at Little Common. All three venues 
have a full Sunday and mid-week fixture list. 


During the season senior football, Sussex County League, 
can be enjoyed at Polegrove, Little Common and Sidley, 
while Bexhill Rugby Club are also in action at Polegrove. 

Bexhill is famous for both its boat and beach angling and 
the local club has a licensed club house at the eastern end 
of the promenade, where local knowledge will be willingly 
passed on to visitors. 

Only a few of the most popular sports to be found in 
Bexhill have been mentioned, the Tourist Information 
Office or the Bexhill Observer Office in Sackville Road 
will be pleased to put you in touch with the activity of 
your choice.

The moated castle houses the Royal 
Observatory featuring displays about 
the universe, astronomy, telescopes 
and the ‘obligatory black holes’. 
Another must is the Polegate 
Windmill, restored to working order 
with all its internal machinery intact. 
The adjoining storeroom has been 
converted into a milling museum. 

To the East of Bexhill lies the 
village of Beckley, home of the 
children’s farm of Great Knelle. The 
farm is open Tuesday to Sundays from 
April to October. Further down the 
A268 is the town of Rye famed for its 
cobbled street. However, children 
having a ghoulish streak always find 
the gibbet and the skull of a murderer, 
the highlight of a trip to Rye, and 
these can be found at the Town Hall. 
No trip to Rye area is complete 
without a ride on the Romney, Hythe 
and Dymchurch railway. Its 15 inch 


gauge track makes it the world’s 


smallest public railway. 

For those who like their railways 
bigger, further up the tracks at 
Tenterden is the Kent and East Sussex 
Steam Railway. Apart from the steam 
trains, there is a steam train video 
theatre in the restored Edwardian 
Station. Also in the vicinity is 
Bodiam Castle. This fairy tale castle 
was built in the 14th century to 
prevent the French raiding the Rother 
Valley. The French never came and 
the castle is now in the care of the 
National Trust. 

These are just some of the many 
things that children like to see and do 
in and around Bexhill. For further 
advice on children’s activities we 
suggest that when you are in Bexhill, 
call into the Tourist Information 
Centre at the De La Warr Pavilion. 
They have lots of good ideas on
